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A NEW SPECIES OF THE TREMATODE FROM THE INTESTINE 
OF CHEILODACTHYLUS BERGI OF THE PATHAGONIAN SHELF

S U M M ARY 

In the intestine of Cheolodacthylus bergi Normann from the Pathagonian Shelf there j 
was found a new species of the trematode, Pycnadena cheilodacthyli sp. n. (fam. Fellodi - 
stomatidae Nicoll, 1913). It differs from all known species by smaller sizes of the body,, 
structure, shape and location of the genital apparatus.
